London, Dec. 2-1. — A despatch to the 
Daily Chrouiclo from Home snya it is 
rumored there that owing to her obliga- 
tions to Germany, Italy has declined 
England's proposal for common action 
in the Far EiiBt, including a joint occu- 
pation of Chusan. It ia also asserted 
that England has proposed to Russia a 
conferoneoon the Chinese question with 
H view of avoiding dangeroaB rivalry. 

The Shanghai correspondent of the 
Daily Mail says : The Chinese govern- 
ment iB helpless. It ia mobilizing a few 
troops under the leant capable generals 
who conducted the eimpaign against 
Japan. Tlie British fleet ia at present 
at sea. 

Tlie Daily Chronicle says this morn- 
ing it has gcod reason lo h.dieve that 
tlie government has decided upon a 
waeching policy and will refrain from 
Occupying any Chinese territory, 'out it 
will give its moral support to Japan and 
distinct warnings to China concerning 
England's action in certain contingen- 
cies. It ia understood, says the Daily 
Chronicle, that Japan will protest in the 
strongest manner agsiiiBt Geimany's 
action; while diplomatic circles ridicule 
the idea of a Rueso-Gerinan entente con- 
cerning China. 

A special dispatch front Paris says : 
'The French cruiser Potheatl has been 
ordered to prepare for service in Chi- 
nese waters. The Pollieau is a first- 
clnsa cruiser of over 5, C 30 tons displace- 
ment and 1U.0C0 indicated horse power. 
She is classed as having a speed of 19 
knots, and carries two 7-ineb guns, ten 
iv.rh quick-tiring guns and eighteen 
small quick-firing gnne. 

Berlin, Dec. 23. — The piess is evi- 
dently deeply interested as to the atti- 
Great Britain and the United 
States are likely to adopt in the Chinese 
affair. Every attempt is being made to 
create ill-feeling ngainet England and to 
represent her as isolated. 

Tlie orlieie.1 newspapers pretend that 
Japan has acquiesced in theGermaaaod 
Russian moves, and will take no aggres- 
action, Everything indicates the 
anxiety that binges upon the ultimate 
grouping of the powers. Japan's action 
withdrawing her protest with refer- 
ence to the course oi the United Stated 
at Hawaii ia interpreted us showing a 
leaire to be unencumbered abroad, and 
to have tier bands free to deal with the 
Chinese quest ion. 

Tlie Berliner Tageblatte ridicules the 
idea of an Anglo-Japanese-American 
alliance, ami vet seems to fear it. Tlie 
Kolouische Zeitung thinks that Am- 
erica will Bide with Russia, leaving Eng- 
land in " splendid isolation." The Na- 
tional 7. j itung says that it is easy to be- 
lieve that England would welcome 
active steps on the part of the United 
States, but hard t'> believe that tlie 
United States would adopt .". policy of 
friendship towards England and of hos- 
tility toward-! Russia, contrary to all its 
traditione, for the sake either of Kng- 
land or China.

GOLD STANDARD FOR INDIA. 

Bengal Chamber or Commerce Asks That 
the Currency Suspense lie Thus 
Termin ated. 

Calcutta., Dec. 2-1. — The Beneal cham- 
ber of commerce has sent an address to 
the government urging that tho time 
hna arrived tn adopt the gold Standard, 
pointing out that it ia four yoara since 
the mints closed, leaving India without 
a currency system, asserting that the 
suspense ia harmful to trade and urging 
the government to diacloeo nny measures 
which it may have in contemplation. 



SMUGGLING OF DHUUS. 

Ten Thousand Dollars Worth From Canada 
Seized in New York, 

New Yoiik, Dec. 24 --Edgar P. Harris, 
a man about 48 years of age, was ar- 
raigned before United States Commis- 
sioner Morley yesterday charged with 
smuggling in drills and rubber goods 
from over the Canadian border. The 
goods were seized at the homo of the 
prisoner and are estimated to be worth 
nearly $10,000. The prisoner claimed he 
could produce vouchers from the iVa- 
tional Express Company at the proper 
time to prove that duties were paid on 
thein. 

PARIS FOOTS TO DISAPPEAR. 

Present Sites to Be Sold and Money Spent 
on Itainparts Further Out. 

P,ut is, Dec. 24,— The initial s'ep hits 
been taken in the long-projected demoli- 
tion of the fortifications of the city. 
General Billot, minister of war, has in- 
troduced in the chamber of deputies a 
bill providing for the razing of part of 
the fortB on the west side of the city and 
for selling the sites. It is estimated that 
the land will realize 150,OC'J,000 francs, 
o0,000,0C0 francs of which will be de- 
voted to the construction of a Bhort ram- 
part further out. Tlie remainder oi the 
proceeds will be expanded on artillery. 

JAPAN'tj DEBT TO GERMANY. 

it Is Increased by Recent Seizure oi Chi- 
n«se Territory — intrigues of the 
Russians. 

London - , Dec. 2-t. — Commenting on tlie 
strained relations between Japan and 
Russia over Corea, the Chinese press re- 
ports that the Japanese army is full of 
Russian spies, disguised as Japanese, 
and that the Russian army is being tam- 
pered with by Japanese emissaries, who 
are doing all they can to stir up dissat- 
isfaction among the soldiers. 

"Japan ia indebted to Germany in 
many ways," says the Ohugai-Ohtigyo. 
"Her military organizations have been 
copied from Germany's, and tier consti- 
tution and local legislature are founded 
ontiie German system; besides, in fram- 
ing the laws anil adopting medical eci- 
ence, etc., Japan owes a debt of grati- 
tude to Germany, Lastly, Germany has 
now shown Japan another instance of 
her kindness. That is the seizure of 
Kiao Uliitu Bay. We neeil not dwell 
upon the particulars of her kindness 
here, but the Beizure of Kiao Ctiiiu may 
give .Japan the right of a permanent pos- 
sesion nf Wei-Hai-lVei."

Chicago, Dec. 21.— The Coliseum, the 
great building at Sixty-third street and 
Stoney Island avenue, in which W.J. 
Bryan wbb nominated, was totally de- 
stroyed by fire to-night, The exhibits 
of tho Illinois Manufacturers' Exposi- 
tion, which was opened in the building 
recently, were totally destroyed. Two 
"Midway" dancers are reported to have 
been burned to death. While respond- 
ing to the alarm engine No. 19 was 
struck by a train on the Lake Shore road 
and neveral firemen were badly hurt. 

The fire waa the quickest ever seen in 
Chicago. ■ Prom the time it originated, 
by the crossing of two electric wires, un- 
til the Colisenm was a pile of twisted 
iron and hot brick was not more than 20 
minutes. 

The building was filled from end to 
end with bopthp, all of which were de- 
stroyed with all their contents. It is 
Buppoeed thrt a number of persons were 
lost in the flameB, and although no 
bodies have been recovered, the follow- 
ing are missing and have undoubtedly 
peribbed : 

A girl named Pauline, surname not 
known, Been to enter the burning build- 
ing in search of her mother, who she 
said was imprisoned by the flames. The 
girl and her mother were employed in 
the Irish village, the former as a dancer 
and the latter doing choreB. 

Two women in the Midway exhibit, 
seen in the building before it collapsed. 

Two men Been in the centre of tho 
building by firemen during the fire. 

L. Ladayne and hia son, who conduct- 
ed a sausage booth in the building. La- 
dayne entered tho structure during the 
fire in search of his son, whom he feared 
was penned in by the flames, and nei- 
ther lias Bince boen seen. 

Tho number of injured is large, Many 
people have been severely burned, 

The fire originated in a booth which 
was used for an exhibition of X-rays, 
the booth being managed by M. J. Mor- 
ley and William Robertson. The two 
men were examining their Roentgen 
machine, when they were etartled by a 
sizzling noiee behind them, and upon 
turning saw a part of their ex- 
hibit ablaze. Crossed arc light 
wires which were over the ex- 
hibit are thought to have raused 
the flamos. They at first tried to 
smother them, but before they had se- 
cured water the fire had spread through- 
out the entire booth, Morley, realizing 
that he and his partner would be unable 
to cope with tli o flames, made 
endeavor to save some of 
the X-rays paraphernalia. Run- 
ning to the machine he grasped 
two Crooks tubes, and then, with Rob- 
ertson, began lighting his way out of the 
buildiiig. Before he reached an exit the 
tubes, which ho held in both hands, ex- 
ploded from the heat, severely burning 
him about the head. Robertson was 
burned about tho face. 

\brmt 300 persons were present in tho 
building at the time of tlie lire and at 
tirat alarm there was a rush for safety. 
Portunately the aisles were wide and 
owing to tho comparatively small num- 
ber of people in the building there was. 
little difficulty in reaching the doors. 

Within ten minutes after the tire be- 
gan the roof was abloza, and in a very 
short time after the fire had appeared on 
the top of tho building one of the largo 
arches that spanned the building gave 
way with a tremendous report, and then 
another, each one with tho sound like 
the report of a cannon. Tho building 
fell very quickly after the first arch 
went down, the weight being too great 
for the arches next to it, bo that all col- 
lapsed. 

CHIPPEWAU FOR KLONDYKE. 

A Large Band Booked to Start From Wis- 
consin in January. 

Solon Springs, Wia., Dec. 24. — A 
queer expedition will leave hero in Jan- 
uary for the Klondyke gold fields. It 
will consist of about 150 Chippewa In- 
dians, all of whom live in this neighbor- 
hood.

Quarters for Ten TLousand in 
Course of Preparation at 
Fort Arthur. 



Con diet Not Looked for but Britain 
and Japan to Make a 
Demonstration. 



London, Dec. 24.— Russia, according 
to a special despatch from Shanghai, is 
preparing temporary headquarters for 
10,000 troops at Port Arthur. She ob- 
tained a half promise from the grand 
council at Pekin to dismiss Sir llobert 
Hart, director of Chinese Imperial mari- 
time customs, and other high customs 
olEcials in addition to the British rail- 
way officials and the German officers 
and instructors. Fifty of the latter re- 
ceived notice to-day that they would be 
paid off at the termination of their con- 
tracts. 

Contrary to general report the de- 
spatch asserts that there is good reason 
to believe that Great Britain will active- 
ly oppose the Russian operations in 
Corea and Northern China. 

London. Dec. 25.— The Daily Mail 
publishes a despatch this afternoon from 
Tokio which, it claims, evaded active 
censorship. The despatch says : "Eng- 
land and Japan, without entering upon 
an actual alliance, have arrived at a 
complete understanding which will prob- 
ably result in a joint naval demonstra- 
tion at the entrance of the Gulf of 
Pechi Li. 

"In diplomatic circles at Tolio the 
probability of a conflict is regarded as 
extremely distant." 

THE MANITOBA SCHOOLS. 

The Pope Advises the Catholics to Make the 
Best of a Bad Job. 

Dome, f >ec. 24. — The Pope's encyclical 
on the Manitoba school question is pub- 
lished here this evening. After review- 
ing the religious hiBtory of Canada and 
eulogizing its scholastic institutions, tiis 
Holiness expresses regret at the position 
taken seven years ago in Manitoba rela- 
tive to Roman Catholic schools, and 
specifies the rights of Roman Catholics 
according to federal agreement. Con- 
tinuing, the Pope condems the school 
systems based on religious neutrality, 
praises the zeal the bishops have dis- 
played on the question, and regrets that 
all * Roman Catholics are not equally 
united, owing to political passions. He 
admits that the authorities have done 
something to diminish the inconveni- 
ences in scliool legislation, but declares 
this to be inadequate, arid exhorts Roman 
Catholics to persist in claiming all their 
rights, though they must not refuse any 
partial reparations obtainable, with a 
view to reduce the perils in the way of 
the education of youth. 

In conclusion, the Pope in his encycli- 
cal says that in the event of these being 
unobtainable, Roman Catholics should 
provide their own schools, and adopt, 
under the guidance of their bishops, a 
programme of study in consonance with 
their religion and all literary and scien- 
tific progress. 

DERVISHES OUT OF LUCK. 

Posts Surprised by the Kassala Garrison 
and many Slain. 

Sdakim, Dec. 24. — The native levies of 
the Kassala garrison surprised a derviel 
post at El Fasher, on the Atbara, on 
Wednesday, and drove out the dervishes 
with great loss, capturing the post, a 
number of camels, a quantity of stores 
m\ many cattle. Two dervish emirs 
were killed. The dervish post at Asabri 
has also been invaded. 



CONGRESS AND THE AWARD. 

Suggestion That Prompt Payment May Be 
Made to Further Other Negotiations. 

New York, Dec. 24.— A despatch to 
the Tribune from London says: Officials 
at the foreiRn office do not conceal their 
gratification over the result of the seal- 
ine award since the amount of the in- 
demnity awarded exceeds that which 
congress refused to pay. The English 
press haB been constantly reproaching 
tbe Americans for not paying the bill of 
damages after the general decision of 
the Paris tribunal had gone against 
them. The charge of bad faith will be 
again revived if congress refuses to sanc- 
tion the agreement reached by the seal- 
ing commissioners. Neglect on the part 
of congress to appropriate the money re- 
quired in settling the compensation for 
tbe seizure of Canadian sealers would 
naturally increase the difficulty of ad- 
justing the Eebring sea question, and 
taiB is already serious enough. 

The foreign oltice, which is now ex- 
posed to merciless criticism at home and 
abroad because of Britain's position of 
isolation and helplessness in dealing 
with the now mysterious Chineso ques- 
tion, would be glad to have this chief 
source of contention with America re- 
moved, but cannot act without the sup- 
port of Canada, which is not willing to 
agree to the suspension of pelagic sealing 
and the preservation of the fur seal 
herd.unlesB a series of other contentious 
questions are taken up by the United 
States and disposed of. What is to be 
apprehended is diplomatic em passe with 
increased bitterness between two nations 
as a result. 

Nevertheless the fact that two sealing 
conferences have been held, and that 
British and Canadian representatives 
have been compelled to recognize the 
justice of the American contention for 
the preservation of the fur seal herd, cau 
hardly fail to be helpful to the Ameri- 
cans in the negotiations next year for a 
new modus vivendi under the Paris 
awards. The prompt settlement of the 
damages agreed upon by Justices Put- 
nam and King will protect the chances 
of a reasonable adjustment of the chief 
question at issue. Otherwise the present 
regulations will remain in force indefi- 
nitely under the Paris award, or until 
experience shows that they will be in- 
adequate for the protection of tbe seale. 

ORANGEMEN CANNOT PARADE. 

The Governor of Newfoundland Has Forbid- 
den a Projected Procession. 

Sr. John's, Dec. 24, — The supporters 
of the Whitewayite party in Harbor 
Grace are hoping to embarass the gov- 
ernment of Sir .lames Winter in connec- 
tion with Hi e projected parade of the 
Loyal Orange Association next Sunday. 
Sir Herbert Murray, the governor, has 
issued a proclamation forbidding the 
proceeBion. The clergy of all denomina- 
tions are denouncing this attempt to re- 
vive sectarian discord. 



TWO MILLIONS IN WHEAT. 

St. Paul Operator Who Has Suddenly Made 
Enough to Retire Upon. 

St. Paul, Minn., Dec. 24.— Mr. Charles 
A. Pillabury, who is reported to have 
made £2, 000,000 in wheat this year, has 
resigned the management of the ling- 
lisfi syndicate mills. It is saiil that be 
foresaw that there would be a big short- 
age ot wheat in the Northwest early in 
August and when a little later it was 
rendered certain that fully 60 per cent, 
of the wheat of this eection was below 
contract grade, lie bought very heavily. 
He bought wheat all the way from (SO 
cents to 75 cents and sold from .SO cents 
to $1.02. Mr. Pillabury feels well 
enough over his recent work to retire 
from active business. 

DUTY ON FISH LIVERS. 

United States Board of .Appraisers Decides 
That the Canadian Article is 
Taxable. 

New York, Dec. 24.— General Wilkin- 
son, of the board of general appraisers, 
handed down an opinion to-day in the 
case of fish livers that establishes a pre- 
cedent in favor of the American product 
against the Canadian output. 

The case on which tbe decision was 
based was that of B. F. Pike and W. A. 
Colby of Eaatport, Maine. They im- 
ported a lot ol (ish livers and under the 
Dingley bill, which proscribes that in- 
testines, integuments ami eounda of fish 
are admitted free, claimed absolution 
from duty. 

The collector of the port assessed the 
livers %c. per pound, and the tirm ap- 
pealed. The board of appraisers up- 
held the collector, holding that fish 
livers do not come under the construc- 
tion of intestines, integuments and 
Bounds, This decision, it is understood, 
will be apt to raise the price of cod liver 
oil.

Cotton goods have further declined in 
prices of bleached which meet active 
Southern competition, and the Fall 
River spinners insist upon a reduction 
of one-ninth in wages, other New Eng 
land mills joining. Out of 101 New 
England works 45 have passed dividends. 
Fourteen at Fall River, with 15 otberH, 
are paying one per cent, for the laBt 
quarter. The fall in the price of cotton 
when the mills were holding a heavy 
stock of goods, placed the industry in a 
moat embarrassing position. The wool- 
len mills have begun buying domeeti' 
wool heavily, and especially Montana 
and Indian Territory, as if in expecta 
tion of a large business for the (season 
about to open. Contracts of unknown 
magnitude have been made. 

Canadian trade iB, on the whole, very 
fair for tbe season, and as reBpeets holi- 
day trade exceptionally good.

At a special meeting of the Ilosslnnd city 
council recently the Hank of British 
North America made a proposition to loan 
the city $11,000 to pay oil' its iloiititi},' in- 
debtedness, if the city will sell it all the de- 
bentures, amounting* to 105,000. The bunk 
offered par value and asked that the bonds 
bear b\(, per cent per annum and run for 
twenty-live years at least. The oiler was 
accepted by the council, although Mayor 
•Scott opposed it. He was in favor of selling 
the debentures to the same loan and trust 
company that he hu l previously sold til 
•fyO.UlU debentures to. After getting the 
city solicitor's opinion that the municipal 
ity con 16 not be held on the former debt 
he did not object further. The bank had 
already advanced $50,000 to the city, whicl 
was to have beiyi paid out of the proceed: 
of the sale of the $50,000 debentures, and 
the $11,000 it now proposes to advance ison 
the sewer and expense by-laws, amounting 
to $15,000. The $50,000 'has already been 
spent, and it will take the greater portion 
of the $14,000 to pay oil' the doating indebt- 
edness of the city. This will enable the 
present civic administration to go out of 
oflice with all debts paid or provided for. 

The Kossland Times says : The gloomy 
weatherof the past three or four weeks, 
during which the fall of snow has been al- 
most incessant, appears at last to have re- 
ceived its conge. The brilliant sunshine of 
the earlier part of the week was indeed a 
relief from the long-continued gloom that 
bad been brooding over the city so long 
that humanity began to be affected by it. 
During this period a vast ipiantity of snow 
fell, and it was found to measure a depth of 
four feet in the lower port ion of the town- 
site, while out on the hills the depth was 
much greater As the " beautiful " packs 
down pretty closely, it may be computed 
that at leas"t eight feet has fallen since the 
Chinook cleared the ground about three 
weeks ago This is unprecedented for the 
early part ol December in this section. 
Never since Kossland has been Kossland 
lias there been so much snow on the 
ground before Christmas. In the winter of 
'93-4 it is said that there were seven feet of 
snowlyingin the valley of Trail Creek, but 
not so early in the season. 

About 1 o'clock on Thursday morning 
the Parisian store at Northlield, occupied 
by .Mr. I>. Coyle; the residence of Mr. Kob- 
crt Gourley, and a stable near by, were to- 
tally destroyed by lire. The lire originated 
in Mr. Gourley's residence and was not ob- 
served until it was a mass of llames and 
had set Mr. Coy le's store on lire. Mi-, and 
Mrs. Gourley and Mr. Coyle were spending 
the evening at Mr. Norcross's residence and 
their tir-t knowledge of the lire was when 
the general alarm was given. The con- 
tents of Mr. Gourley's house were com- 
pletely destroyed. A small quant ty of 
Mr. Coyle's stock was saved. The build- 
ings were owned by Mr. K. Kilpatrick, of 
Wellington, and were partially insured. 

Fire started soon after midnight of Thurs- 
day on board the steamer Nakusp,. while 
lying at the dock at Arrowhead. .She was 
loaded with freight for southern points. 
The lire appeared to come from the pantry, 
ami made such headway that it was impos- 
sible to check it. The steamer was burned 
to the water's edge together with her cargo, 
which consisted ol" hay and feed. Her 
machinery is not expected to be damaged 
to much extent. The cause of the lire is 
unknown. The steamer was insured. The 
line new steamer Kossland will take her 
run. 

At a meeting of the Surrey Hoard ol 
Health recently, Dr. Sutherland, the medi- 
cal health officer, reported that the water 
supply of some of the schools was ol very 
bad quality. He informed the hoard that 
the corporation had the power to furnish a 
water supply, and levy a rate to pay for the 
same. He also reported that the Surrey 
Centre school had been closed for two 
weeks on account of measles, and the Clay- 
ton school forthree weeks, owing to numer- 
ous eases of whooping cough. The board 
decided to recommend that the council 
petition the provincial government to ap- 
point a resident coroner.

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CHRISTMAS. 



Perhaps the herald unguis never sans 
above the hills of Palestine. Perhaps 
no wieo men came from the East to wor- 
ship the Babe in the Bethlehem manger. 
Perhaps no star appeared to guide those 
who sought the promised Messiah. All 
may be myth; all may be poetry; all 
may be the adaptation of some of the 
legends which have come down to us 
from the childhood of the race. But it 
matters very little, for ever since the 
day whose anniversary we commemorate, 
an anthem of peace and good will has 
been echoing throughout the earth, the 
wisest of men have knelt in adoration 
before the name of the Infant Jesus, a 
star, more resplendent than any that 
has ever shown in the vault of Heaven, 
has guided humanity to a Saviour. 

No doubt it is a pious fiction that 
assigns this day as the anniversary of 
the birthday of Our Lord. There may 
be ostensibly some warrant for it, but 
there is no reason to suppose that the 
early Christians recognized or observed 
it. They were more concerned with 
the transcendent fact of His death 
and resurrection. To be born 
the common lot of all, as also 
it is to die; but to rise from the 
grave, to demonstrate that man is super 
ior to death— this in an ago of intense 
materialism was enough to think about, 
enough to inspire men with faith and 
hope. Later when the Gospel was 
preached to the Teutonic tribes and 
those other races, which came out of the 
North with a force as resistless as the 
glaciers which centuries before over 
spread Europe, it became necessary to 
adjust the new cult to the customs of 
the new converts. What better plan 
could be suggested than to make the 
Yule Tide holiday a Christian festival? 
It was appropriate in a wider sense than 
appeared at first sight. The Yule Tide 
feast is in celebration of the turning of 
the Bun from his couree towards the 
South, that is to speak in popular lan- 
guage. To fully understand its signifi- 
cance in this respect we must give our 
imagination a little rein. 

The terrors of the Ice Age were upon 
the world. Man had lost the Paradise 
of the Tertiary Age and wandered in 
darkness and cold. Tradition had pre- 
served the story of the matchless nigiits 
of the Arctic Eden and of the festivals 
with which the return of the long absent 
sun was greeted. We can readily be- 
lieve that the few aurvivorB of the Frost 
Giants, to use the languogo of 
the Icelandic Sagas, would hasten 
to commemorate in Borne Bpecial way 
the annual loosing of the bands of win- 
ter, which eeemed to promise that some 
day in the perhaps far distant future its 
sway would be wholly broken and Eden 
would bo restored. Thus wo see that 
the Yule Tide feasts were to the North- 
ern raceB more than a mere expression 
of joy over present benefits ; they were an 
earnest of gi eater glories to come. Il re- 
quired hardly a change of names to con- 
vert Yule Tide into Christmas, and many 
curious features of the modem holiday 
attest that the change has not yet been 
complete. It does not detract in the 
least from tho significance and the glory 
of the feast to remember that it is the 
great day of rejoicing of all Northern 
races, and has been observed by them 
in one guise or another since a day so 
remote that tho most ancient records do 
not tell of it, but leaves us to puzzle out 
fragments of its history from the rocks 
and gravel beds. 

The significance of Christmas in that 
there is hope in life. Its observance 
ought to inspire us with tho sub- 
limest courage. The sentiment of 
tho day haB power to penetrate be- 
neath tho hardest of all externals, 
to flourish under what seem to be the 
most adverse circumstances. This is a 
eo-called practical age. Wo are nothing 
nowadays, so we Bay, if not practical. 
We profess to look at everything from 
the standpoint of the ledger. We affect 
to deBpise anything except what we can 
measure with our yardstick or reckon by 
our arithmetic. Vet we all keep Christ- 
mas as it never was kept before in the 
history of tho world. Our newspapers 
issue Christmas supplements., and if 
Borne of them are as grotesque as the 
Christmas Wails of tho Olden Time, they 
are a compliment to the Christmas sen- 
timent. They are printed because the 
peoplo want them. Our eingers write 
OhriutmaH carols and tho peoplo ting 
them— a revival ot a very ancient and 
delightful custom. Tho harshness of 
Puritanism, which once forbade tho ob- 
eeivance of the day as n heinous sin, but 



compromised between its perverted con- 
science and its humanity by keeping 
Thanksgiving, has opened it arms to the 
grand old holiday. The reason is that 
the world iB getting better. Tho Christ- 
epirit is gaining ground. The world ia 
more than ever following Ilia star and 
more willing to bow iu adoration before 
His cradle. 

We are not unmindful of tho fact that 
never before in the history of the world 
were bo many men under arms or the 
seeds of terrific conllict more widely 
sown ; but while this ia tho case, it is 
also true that never before wore men and 
nations more influenced by tho spirit of 
Christianity. 

Personal ambition counts for far less 
than it did a hundred years ago. The 
masses are gaining recognition of their 
rights. There is developing a public 
sentiment to which even tho most 
powerful individuals must how. Tho 
voice of tho people is not yet the voice of 
a Rod, but thero is more divinity in it 
than ever before. And this iB due moro 
to the influence of Him whoso natal day 
commemorate than to anv other 



single cause. Nineteen centuries ago 
Ho said to those who gathered round 
Him, questioning and marveling at His 
wisdom : " Ye shall know the truth, and 
the truth shall make you free." It is 
by tho truth as taught by Him that the 
world is being gradually emancipated. 



The Wellington Euterprisa thinks 
that greater latitude should be shown 
nttorneys from the other provinces who 
desire to practice in British Columbia. 
This is a matter upon which there is a 
wide difference of opinion. There are 
cases in which the restriction seems 
obsurd ; but it mtiBt be borne in mind 
that regulations of this nature are made 
for the cajority, not for the minority. 
It is desirable that some safeguard 
should be thrown around admission to 
the bar, if the law iB to remain a learned 
and honorable profession. 

We have found a good deal of fault 
with t he Toronto Globe over its hesi- 
tancy about fighting the battle of Can- 
ada for the Yukon trade, and are glad 
now to ho able to say that it iias reversed 
its policy of Bilence and is doing some 
very effective work. 

Mit. Taute says he is in th<9 cabinet 
as tho representative of the Conserva- 
tives.

AN EXTRAORDINARY COURSE. 

When certain statements, for which 
libel proceedings are now being carried 
on, were printed in the weekly paper in 
which they originated, they wore accom- 
panied by the declaration that they were 
made with a full sense of responsibility. 
This declaration added weight to them. 
It waB all that raised them above the 
merest Billingsgate. When anyone 
makes grave charges and declares li is 
readiness to stand by them, he is en- 
titled to have what he says regarded as 
Bincere, even if it may be grossly errone- 
ous. When, therefore, we find the peri- 
odical, that made the statements re- 
iorred to with such a flourish of trum- 
pets, now seeking to evade all responsi- 
bility, we are warranted in assuming 
that the bold words were hollow, and 
were employed only to give weight to 
something that otherwise would not be 
worthy of a moment's thought, When 
a journal makes such a statement as 
that above referred to, it invites prore- 
cution ; and the manly course under such 
circumstances is to waive all technicali- 
ties and attempt a justification. 

We do not care as a rule to make any 
observations having even au indirect 
bearing upon a subject of litigation, and 
would say nothing now if a tense*.! pub- 
lic duty did not make it compulsory. 
Are tho public to be treated to a n peti- 
tion of what has been going on >n the 
police court for the last day or two, or 
are those who declared themselves 
responsible for the articles complained 
of going to come forward and tako that 
responsibility? We express no opinion 
whatever upon the evidence as far as it 
has gone. To do that would bo highly 
improper. What wo wisli to induce is a 
cistinct avowal by the responsible par- 
ties of their relation to the article re- 
ferred to and a manly acceptance of the 
consequences. 

We shall have more to eay upon this 
point by and bye, but hope to he able 
to chronicle that there has been no 
further evasion of responsibility and 
that there will be no attempt to make a 
Bcapugoat of any one whose sole compli- 
city in the transaction has probably 
been to earn his salary by following out 
as best be could the policy of his paper 



The Columbian calls the attention of 
the Colonist to the fact that it credited 
to the Nanaimo Review a paragraph on 
redistribution which, in point of fact, 
appeared in the Wellington Knterpi iFe. 
Iu so doing it Bays that the publication 
by the Colonist of a quotation from 
another paper is a tacit approval of it.

Though in these days of prosaic com- 
monplace, many of the old-time Christ- 
mas ways are falling into diBuae, still 
there is a lingering charm even to the 
minds of the " grown ups," not to men- 
tion the little people, of a thrillingghost 
story. Who of those who have come 
from the colder parts of the world does 
not remember some night before the 
lightB were lit, and ivhen the forks of 
flame cast strange shadows on the wall, 
the little circle gathered round the grate 
while the story-teller was relating some 
blcod-curdling tale in which ghosts bore 
a leading part? One who has not known 
this pleasure has lost — well, it is only 
those who havo experienced it who can 
remembar tfie delicioua thrill of creepi- 
neaa crawling up the back when a snap of 
the burning log, or tho sudden falling of 
a coal on the fender, came juat at the 
climax of the (ale. Such great writers 
aa Dickins and Thackeray well under- 
stood thia feeling and ghost atones 
dgure prominently in their Christmas 
tales. But though one often hears of 
ghosts, and though some fellow knew 
another fellow who saw one, it is very 
very infrequently the case that it is 
granted to any favored individual to Bee 
a real live giiost. 

Just imagine what one would feel to 
see two ghostly figures flit into one's 
house and ask to be buried — two restless 
souls who begged to be laid at reBt. Vet 
this is juBt what happened in this city of 
Victoria in these daya of the common- 
place. 

On Thursday night, when the black 
cloudB ahrouded the moon and the far 
oil' electric light on Douglas street Bhone 
60 as to hide the pitfalls In the sidewalk, 
a closed carriage suddenly pulled up in 
front of Hauna's undertaking rooms. 
The door of the vehicle was opened and 
from the coach there glided to the side- 
walk two white figures, shrouded from 
head to foot in long flowing robes. At 
0ueh a time of night no mortal man 
surely could have traversed bix feet of 
sidewalk without becoming entangled in 
a nail or stubbing a too on a projecting 
plank, but these ghostly figures flitted 
smoothly over the boards and entered 
the undertaker's shop. 

Kvidently these unquiet formB were 
weary of thiB world, for they had no 
aooner entered the atorethan they asked 
to be buried. There hung around these 
visitants a strauge aroma, and by ita 
scout the young man in the establish- 
ment knew that he was in the presence 
of spirits (apparently rye). He declined 
to bury the spirits; but one of them, 
stretching himself at full length in a cof- 
lin, begged to be buried. At this junc- 
ture Mr. Hanna returned and naturally, 
as the spirituous visitants had neglected 
their burial certificates, he as a good cit- 
izen had to refuse their pleadings. They 
might be dead, but without a certificate 
the poor apirits must float around and 
curse the red tape that forbade them to 
be interred without dying in the regular 
way. 

Mr. Hanna not only refused to bury- 
tho strangers, but turned them out and 
telephoned to the police. Ghost stories 
woie all very well to read about, but he 
had no use for any spirits at his place aa 
he is a temperance man. 

The police sallied forth to hunt the 
ghoBta and later on captured one with- 
out his shroud, refreshing himself at a 
bar— and so it turned out that they 
were not ghosts after all, but a couple of 
young men who thought they were hav- 
ing a good time. Tne one captured was 
charged with being drunk, as lie evi- 
dently was, and aa he failed to show up 
in the police court yesterday morning 
his bail of $10 was forfeited. And so it 
turns out a very commonplace story 
after all ; not nearly as interesting aa if 
Mr. Hanna had taken tho ghosts at their 
word and buried them.

This firm already 
represents a Bteamboat concern that ex- 
pects to do a big business in connection 
with the northern rush. The lirBt vessel 
that will sail under the company's flag 
will be the City of Nanaimo, which is 
scheduled to leave for northern portB on 
the 20th of January. Thereafter boats 
will sail from Victoria every alternate 
Thursday. What these vessels will be 
is yet a little uncertain. The City of 
Nanaimo is now plying on the Victoria- 
Comox run ond her cabin service is the 
very best that can be found. 

ENTRANCE ISLAND LIGHT. 

The government steamer Quadra re- 
turned from Entrance island yesterday 
evening, whither she went on Friday 
night to renew the glass in the light- 
house at that poiut. Tho glass was 
broken by the overheating of the lamps. 

THE " CLAYOQUOT'S " NEW RUN. 

Steamer Clayonuot completed her 
maiden trip to the islands of the Gulf 
yeBterday, returning to port with a con- 
siderable freight of apples and other 
farm produce, principally from Salt 
Spring. She loaves on tho second trip 
of her new Bervice on Wednesday, and 
will make virtually tho same run, call- 
ing at all points of importance in the 
Gulf between here and Nanaimo. Al- 
though the Bteamer'a schedule has not 
yet been arranged for permanent busi- 
ness, it is expected this will be the most 
important part of her run. 

T'lIU nELENSLKA A WRECK. 

From a letter received at San Fran- 
cisco, says the Port Townsend Leader, it 
would seem that the shipwrecked vessel 
sighted by tho American ship J. 13. 
Walker on Inaccessible island iB neither 
the Oraigend, the Taymount nor the 
Natuna, but the British steel bark Hol- 
enslea, and that she was wrecked there 
August 3 of this year. According to the 
letter, which is accepted by insurance 
people aB authority, all the crew got 
ashore and remained on the island until 
the J. B. Walker hove in sight. Cap- 
tain Davis of the HelenBlea boarded the 
Walker and was offered a passage for 
himself and crew to Japan. This he re- 
fused, but asked Captain Wallace of the 
Walker to report him in order that 
somebody might be sent to to take them 
off. This has since been done. 

THE SALMON FLEET. 

The British barkLebu, 720 tonB, Cap- 
tain Sandison, haB cleared from West- 
minster with a cargo of canned salmon, 
direct for London, Eng. The Lebu, which 
is only the second bo far to sail direct 
for London, is tho ninth ship that has 
left tho Eraser river this year with eal- 
mon, and she was to be followed in a 
day or two by the City of Adelaide, 
probably the last of this year's Bnlmon 
fleet. The Lebu's cargo consisted of 31 ,- 
;lli2 cases of canned Ealmon, valued at, 
approximately, $133,288. 
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AN ADVANCE CONTINGENT. 

Tarty of Sixteen Men From California Here 
to Outfit For the Northern 
Gold Fields. 

By tho San Francisco steamer yester- 
day there visited Victoria sixteen men 
from Southern California who are bound 
for the Yukon gold fields. The partv 
consists of J. E. Perrins, C. Kuttlp, F. E. 
1'hennine, J. W. Burge, Fred Smith, 
Jlarvey Mitchell, William Wiltefelt, S. 
Wallace, G. J. Roller, Elmer D. Morrow, 
S. A. Thompson, Robert Shaw, J. V. nil- 
bay, V. B. Dilley, E. E. Dilley and A. 
Tabor. All of those, with the exception 
of the last four, who hail from Nor- 
walk, [California, conn; from Lob An- 
geles. These men are all staying at 
the Dominion, and have come to 
Victoria to outfit and will soon leave for 
the gold fields by way of the Stickeen 
route. They have formed a co-operative 
company under tho leadership of Mr. J. 
E. PerrinB, who was until recently pres- 
ident of the New England Whip Com- 
pany. Each of the sixteen has contri- 
buted a stated sum to tho general fund, 
and it is part o( the agreement no mem- 
ber can be released from tho contract en- 
tered into unless by a two-thirds vote of 
the other members of the expedition, 
otherwise tho member leaving forfoits 
all right fo any Biiare in tho general out- 
lit or fund. 

Speaking last night of the intentions 
of the party Mr. Perrins said that after 
obtaining information from I Jr. G. M. 
Dawson, Mr. William Ogilvio and other 
sources, and carefully considering tho 
question of outfitting they decided to 
purchase their entire outfit in Victoria, 
and to go in by tho Stickeen route. They 
also decided before leaving California to 
get their outfit from tho Klondyko Min- 
ing, Trading and Transport Corporation 
of this city, and will not no directly 
through to Dawson, but will prospect 
Ji ret in the Stickeen district on their 
way. They have already a good deal of 
information in their possession and as 
tho members of tho party are of a good 
solid class they will start north under 
the most favorable auspices.

THE HULLING DEEI'. 

BY A . DANKER. 

Those who "occupy their business 
upon the great waters," and whose 
home is on the rolling deep, these tee 
the varied aspects of the over-changing 
world of waters in far greater diversity 
than others; they Bee tho great ocean in 
all its constantly alternating moods, now 
reposing in a peaceful calm, the wave- 
lets gently rippling under the soft in- 
fluence of the evening air, and reflecting 
the golden glory of tho setting sun in ten 
thousand sparkling flashes of glittering 
rays; now in playful mood, over- 
flowing, as it were with youth- 
ful life and vigour, every danc- 
ing wave revelling in the exuber- 
ance of blithesome glee, gladdening the 
heart of the manner whose good ship is 
ploughing its rapid way through the 
main ; and now in solemn gloom, morose 
and threatening, its angry waves Boon to 
rise higher and higher until lashed into 
ungovernable fury, and foaming with 
violent rage and impetuosity, it seems 
to vent its wrath upon all intruders upon 
its domain in an infuriated attempt to 
encrulf them in destruction. 

Perhaps the most beautilul aspect of 
the ocean is that presented on a moder- 
ately calm night in the early summer, at 
a time when, in consequence of vast my- 
riads of those minute animaleuhe, the 
Miliary Voctiluca, having risen to the 
surface, the Bea ie in a ao-Cfllled 
phosphorescent state. Standing upon the 
bridge of a paddle-wheel steamer a 
most marvellouB and startling spectacle 
is now presented. The crest of every 
wave is aglow with liquid Bilver lire, the 
foam thrown in the air appearing as 
luminous rain, each advancing billow as 
it breaks against the vessel thi ow- 
ing high in air a great shower 
of scintillating light; the prow 
appears to cleave in twain a solid mass 
of burnished silver, which, however, 
immediately breaks into ten thousand 
sparkling gems, while the water thrown 
from tho paddle wheel ia one great 
coriiBc.ition of glittering fire, Hash- 
ing in ever varying lustre, at one 
moment dazzling the eye with its 
bewildering brilliancy, at another sub- 
siding into a leBB resplendent luminosity, 
again to break forth in renewed radiancy 
and splendor ; the whole scene being a 
spectacle of infinite beauty and impres- 
sive wonder. 

A very dill'erent aspect of the ocean is 
that presented by the spectacle of a 
great storm. It was the lot of the 
writer, a few years since, to experience 
one of the most severe Btorms of recont 
times in the Mediterranean Sea. He 
was returning from the Holy Land, and 
when tho vessel was passing almost the 
identical spot where St. Paul encoun- 
tered the historic tempest, the storm 
arose. To sleep was out of the question, 
as the furious pitching and rolling of 
the ship rendered it necessary to hold on 
tightly with both hands, otherwise the 
result would have been that he would 
have been shot out of Ins berth 
perhaps to the other ond of the 
cabin. As the storm advanced in 
fury the giant waves continued to 
increase in violence, the vessel now 
mounting high up tho overtowering wall 
of raging water, now descending head- 
long tho foaming mass, and driving 
prow foremost sheer into the deep, at 
each terrific, descent shipping a vast 
volume of the heaving surge, which, as

the trembling ship again mounted the 
steep incline of the succeeding wave, 
rushed along tho deeka, carrying de- 
struction in its way and Hooding the 
cabins.

LONDON MINING MEETING. 

Outlook i'or a Corporation in Which Many 
Prominent Victorians Are 
Interested, 

The statutory general meeting of the 
Rlmreliolilers of the llritisli Columbia and 
New Find Ooldtields Corporation, Limited, 
was held in London on ttiu .iril iiibt., at the 
Cannon Street hotel, B.C. Mr. Arthur Fell 
presided. 

The chairman said: Gentlemen, this Is 
the statutory meeting of the company, and 
we have no report or balance sheet to pre- 
sent to you. Wo-are k1u<1 toninkeyour 
acquaintance, mid will stale shortly what 
lias been done since the Incorporation 
of this company, it was registered on 
August 3rd lust, and the shares were 
allotted on that date, and on August IXth 
I sailed to British Columbia to make the 
personal acquaintance of those members of 
the locul board whom 1 had not already 
had the pleasure of knowing. 1 had pre- 
viously known Mr. Turner, the premier of 
British Columbia. When out there I iniiile 
arrangement in Victoria for tin agency of 
the company in that town. 31r, Kirk was 
appointed a local secretary to the com- 
pany, and the board a ranged to have its 
meetings there whenever it was necessary, 
and the members of ihe board also ar- 
ranged to supply the secretary with nil 
the information they could give with re- 
spect to any properties il might be advan- 
tageous for us to take up. Referring to 
this local board, it. is a particularly strong 
one. We- have the nil vantage of Mr. 11. 1\ 
liithet. He is, amongst oilier things, the 
president or chairman of the Canadian 
Pacific Navigation Company, which i.s a 
large local steamship company trailing to 
all parts of British Columbia, and also con- 
ducting the mail service. This steamship 
company will. I believe, be instrumental in 
carrying a large amount of ore from 
the (.liferent mines to the B inciters, 
rmil the directors of the company, 
and particularly the president, will from 
this gain very large and varied information 
respecting mines round the coast. Then 
we have -Mr. Turner, who is the senior 
partner ol a lirrn of merchants in Victoria 
and Nelson, and with branches in many 
other places in llritisli l 'alum bin. I refer 
to him as a business man nnd not as a 
premier of the country, for happily min- 
ing in British Columbia has nothing what- 
ever to do with politics. The mining laws 
are most liberal, and, as far as I can 
gather, the government intends to reap 
its reward not from the taxation oi the 
mines, but by the increase of the com- 
merce in 1 he "country, and the large re- 
ceipts which will come from import duties. 
This, I lake it, is a proper and liberal way 
of treating a mining industry. The other 
local directors are .Mr. Hull, who is a well 
known merchant in British Columbia, anil 
I hud the pleasure of meeting him and 
Colonel 1'rior, whom we bad here u little 
time buck, but who has returned to British 
Columbia, and 1 no doubt that the combi- 
nation of these trading merchants 
and the head of this steamship com- 
pany will be able to give us 
every information that is possible with 
regard to the remunerative employment of 
capital in the district with which they ore 
also luniilinr. We, at any rate, first pro- 
pose to devote our labors to the Islam) of 
VO' eouver and the coast, of British Co- 
lumbia. The mines at liossland are, as 
yon are aware, at present yielding large 
returns, and they are priced at a very high 
figure. To buy any one of those mines 
would take a great ileal more capi- 
tal than we should be disposed to put in, 
particularly at the present time, when Ihe 
llritisli public are not fully alive to the 
advantages of investing in Llritisli Colum- 
bia mines.

We have also 
another large deal, which I would rather 
not more closely specify. It ii'lutes 10 
copper and gold mines and their de- 
velopment. Another interest we have 
is that of ioundcrs's shares in the Yukon 
lioldlii'lds Wo have 100 founders' shares 
in this company. It was formed at tin- 
end of July last year, and 1 am taking 
credit for that company for the excellent 
arrangements being made, it being the 
only English company Honied here which 
has succeeded in getting men through to 
Dawson City.

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.lames H. Falconer of Victoria wrote asa 
visitor to Grand Forks as follows: " There 
is u matter which as a I.iberul and a friend 
I deem it my duty to acquaint you of, viz., 
the conduct of W. W. Splllks, judge of Yale 
district. I run at a loss to use words to con- 
vey my impressions regarding his unseem- 
ly conduct, but it is simply appalling. 
If ever an investigation was necessary to 
inquire into the conduct of any man it is 
necessary in this case for the good name of 
your depart n lent, ami for the glaring at- 
trocities ami extreme favoritism shown by 
this otlicial " 

Mr. Justice McCoIl, upon being commis- 
sioned to investigate the complaints, noti- 
fied .Messrs. McCullum and Falconer and 
also Mr. .las. Kerr, ,1.1'., who also had writ- 
ten, loseinl hini particulars before the 1st 
of December. Judge Spinks was also unti- 
tled of the charges, and made acquainted 
with the nature of thecomplaints. Neither 
Messrs. McCallum, Kerr nor Faulkner re- 
sponded to the letter from the Judge's sec- 
retary, and His Lordship expressed surprise 
that the communication had been thus 
ignored by them. But 11. G. Sld'.ey, J.P.. 
answered a letter from the commissioner's 
clerk, setting fortli his grounds for com- 
plaint at some length, and mentioning 
several specific cases in which he alleged 
wron gdoiiig.

THE PROVINCIAL MUSEUM. 

High Praise lor the Splendid Institution of 
Which John Fannin is Curator. 

To the active mind there is perhaps no 
held of leurning that offers such scope for 
interesting and educative knowledge, as 
that of Natural history. The collection of 
the different species ol birds, animals, etc., 
that are to he found in any country, and a 
Bcientitic examination oi the same, is of 
course impossible, but the gathering to- 
gether of these, for the entertainment 
nnd instruction of the people of a 
community or province is quite practicable. 
Throughout the Dominion of Canada 
museums have been built by the diil'erent 
governments of the provinces and the dis- 
tricts, each of which contains interesting 
collections ol the specimens peculiar to 
that province. Much time and money arc 
required to establish and maintain such in- 
stitutions, and the province of British Col- 
iiinbiu is to be congratulated upon hav- 
ing in a comparatively few years, 
built up nailer Mr. John Fannin's super- 
vision what Is recognized by all visitors as 
well us by scientilic men to be not only one 
of the best kept, but also one of the most 
interesting in Canada. Henry M, Ami, 
M.A., D.Sc, l'.G.S., of the Geological Sur- 
vey of Canada, in his report on the state of 
the principal museums in Canada and New- 
foundland, ranks that of British Columbia 
among the best equipped in the Dominion. 
Since his report . which gives 11,000 speci- 
mens arranged and classified for 
reference, onwards of 7,000 have been 
added. Good collections of rocks, minerals 
and fossils of llritisli Columbia and other 
pai ls of Canada are here to be seen, and 
Mr. Ami refers to I lie Newton H. Chitten- 
den collections in ethnology as of special 
value and interest. 

He also gives the followine types: Two 
type specimens of birds, ( 1 ) Melospiza Lin- 
coinii. Brewster: ('-') Zuprora Salivus, Jor- 
dan, from near Nauaimo, Gulf of Georgia, 
B.C.

It is also an admit- 
ted fact that Judge Spinks is one of the 
members of a clique In Grund Forks, who 
are owners of the townsite, and members 
of this clique have been known to boast 
that no action could succeed against tliem 
while Judge Spinks sal on the bench."

The expedition, which will be accompanied by eighty teams of horses, sleighs, and 
three trains of dogs, will be in charge of Hon, Fdgar Dewdney ex-Minister of the Inter- 
ior of Canada and cx-Lieutenant-Governor of British Columbia and will be accompanied 
by Mr. Caldwell Ashworth, of London, a Director of the Corporation. 

The expedition will proceed to Fort Wrangel on its own X 100 A 1 screw ocean 
steamer "Amur," or by some other suitable vessel, leaving Victoria about the 15th Feb- 
ruary.
